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STATE BURLEY j 
PRICES AGAIN 
HIT NEW LOW 

Kentucky’s burley tobacco auc¬ 
tions closed for the Christmas 
recess last Friday with the sea¬ 
son’s lowest daily average—$55.08 
per hundredweight. 

On the eight-state belt, pre- 
Christmas sales ended with prices 
steady to slightly lower than 
Thursday. Average prices for a 
fairly large number of grades 
were $l-$2 a hundred lower, the 
Federal-State Market News Ser¬ 
vice reported. 

Sales were fairly light, it said, 
with only a few markets failing 
to clear floors for the holidays 
Most tobacco was of low and fair 
quality. 

Sales Thursday totaled 11,918,- 
018 pounds and averaged $54.81 
a hundred, the service said—up 
30 cents from Wednesday al¬ 
though volume was the smallest 
of the season. 

Season sales amounted to 437,- 
009,887 pounds averaging $61.59.

size of a shrimp, fried to a crisp 
golden brown. I took one, popped 
it Into nur mouth, aad than ha 
smilingly informed me that what 
I had just eaten was a day-old 
chicken. I swollowed an involun¬ 
tary gulp and took a second look 
at the food. Sure enough—there 
was the head, beak, and all. So 
pathetic—100 little chicks had 
given up their lives that day. 

Recipe For Roast Crieken 

For the main meal, we did have 
delicious roast chicken. And Ha¬ 
rold, being you are the outdoor 
type. I'm going to describe the 
process they used because I think 
you might like to try it. 

Completely dress a young 
chicken, but leave it whole as for 
roasting. Kub it with butter and 
seasoning. Take a 5 gallon can; 
cut out one end; and punch a 
small hole in the center of the 
other. Then put a wire around 
the neck of the chicken and sus¬ 
pend it about midway inside the 
can, with the end of the wire 
coming up through the small 
hole. Place the can with the 
chicken on the ground, with a pan 
underneath to catch the drip¬ 
pings. No\v the only other thing 
you need is a pile of straw. Toss 
a light covering of it over the can 
and set afire As the straw bums 
up, add a little more—until ex¬ 
actly ten minutes have passed, 
and presto, you have a perfect 
roasted chicken. These people 
prepared three at a time 

And mi goes our life in Bang¬ 
kok The gardner has our entire 
driveway bordered with gaily 
blooming marigolds—bright yel¬ 
low and orange It really looks 
very pretty—not Christmacy, but 
pleasant.

A Thailand Christmas 

January 24, 1957 

Another Christmas and another 
year has passed, and for us in 
Thailand they have both been un- 
usualy. 

Three days before Christmas, 
the ship finally arrived with 
supplies and about 300 Christmas 
tries You can imagine the mad 
rush that followed. The law of 
minimum supply and maximum 
demand really brings out the 
worst in people We were not 
planning to have guests for din¬ 
ner. and being I already had a 
small turkey in the deep freeze, 
I didn't have to shop frantically 
for food. But we were interested 
in getting a tree—wltich we did 
not A friend loaned us an arti¬ 
ficial tree It was beautiful. Bill 
and I became enthused and the 
day before Chmtmas we turned 
to on the house and decorated 
with everything available 

The servants were very excited 
about the preparations for Christ¬ 
mas—they love the gift aspect, 
both receiving and giving. One 
day I came home around noon 
and found a tremendous poin- 
setta plant (10 blossoms) on the 
doorstep. The card read "To 
Master and Madame from all your 
servants.” 

With our other five servants, 
it was a joy to put gifts under 
the tree. Bill had bought lovely 
umbrellas in Tokyo for the girls, 
and then we also gave them face 
powder and lipstick. The gard¬ 
ener got cigarettes, socks, etc. 

This was done because we 
wanted to, but I sort of rebel at 
a practice over here by Ameri¬ 
cans of having to give the servants 
a full month’s pay as a gift on 
New Year's Day. New Year's Is 
as significant to the Buddhists as 
Christmas is to Christians. Some 
celebrate it religiously, others in 
wild abondonment to merriment. 

We had a beautiful candlelight 
service at the church Christmas 
Eve, and then we accepted just 
one open house invitation that 
evening because we wanted to be 
with the children. 

Christmas morning, we Invited 
the servants to Join us for the 
opening of gifts After the paper 
and untidiness had been cleared 
away, some of our Thai friends 
started calling.

Christmas Day very quietly with 
the children The Christmas trees 
have not arrived yet. but an ade¬ 
quate supply has been promised 
to all the American families, so 
of course we are counting on that 
very strongly. 

The children had their school 
Christmas program this morning 
It was ail held outdoors—most of 
the rqothers were wearing sun 
dresses, and for us who sat di¬ 
rectly in the sun. it was uncom¬ 
fortably hot. 

Dec. 20, our church has its 
children's Christmas program; and 
on the 21st. there will be a party 
on the Embassy lawn for all the 
children of the Daplomatic Corps 
and the children of all Thai per¬ 
sonnel at the Embassy. A 70 
voice choir recently presented 
"The Messiah' at our church- -an 
excellent performance. About 25 
of the singers were Thais. So, 
Christmas observance goes on 
around the world 

Spend Week End A Hrarh 

We have some very good friends 
in the Assistant Army Attache's 
family. I have told you before 
they have three children—they, 
and Sharon and John are insep¬ 
arable friends Frand and A1 and 
all of us spent a weekend at Sat- 
tahib, one of Thailand s beaches 
a hundred miles south of Bang¬ 
kok. Such a long trip presents 
one problem for Americans—we 
arc accustomed to “comfort” sta¬ 
tions wherever there is a gas fill¬ 
ing station. In Thailand, there is 
no such thing as a rest room— 
the people just go “native.” which 
to us seemed rather hazardous 
with jungle growth on cither side 
of the road. 

We were given a large guest 
house right on the beach, where 
the water was a beautiful glist¬ 
ening blue; with enough hills and 
palm trees to remind us of Ha¬ 
waii. The water was warm and 
clean and when the children were 
not bathing, they were collecting 
sea shells. We each took a ser¬ 
vant along—had no cooking or 
dish washing to do Somsi would 
lake the huge pineapples, cut 
them up into nice sticks, put on 
a big platter, and we would snack 
from it for hours. 

Meet U.8. Senators 

Nov. 12. the Inter-Parliamen- 
tary Union (IPU) held its annual 
meeting in Bangkok this year. It 
is composed of representatives of 
43 nations who meet in a differ¬ 
ent country each year to discuss 
world problems. The United 
States had about 25 delegates 
here—mostly senators and repre¬ 
sentatives (and wives). Ambas¬ 
sador Bishop held a reception for 
most of the delegates at his resi¬ 
dence one evening—and being the 
Attaches and their wives sort of 
act as aides at such affairs. I met 
them all—tout remember only a 
few by name. Senator and Mrs. 
Gore (Tenn.) I distinctly remem¬ 
ber.

(Festival of the Waters). The 
ceremonials took place that night 


on the river ar.d klongs, at which 
time the Thais placed their ka- 
thongs on the water with the 
hope that they would float out of 
sight -signifying floating away 
of all their sins. All this was very 
gay. and accompanied with much 
fireworks The ceremonial ka- 
thor.gs were usually made of ba¬ 
nana leaves, bark flowers and 
lighted candles Commander Mc- 
Conagle had a big party aboard 
the Navy boat, so we were able 
to watch the festivities We took 
Somsi along to help serve the 
supper aboard the boat, and she 
haci made a lovely kathong to be 
floated on the river 

Da c-Old Chicks Karr 

December 10. was the Kings 
birthday garden party This was 
held at the Palace grounds. Bill 
looked mighty handsome in his 
full dross white uniform, com¬ 
plete with medals. I wore a yel¬ 
low dotted swiss formal which I 
had bought in San Francisco and 
saved for this occasion. In the 
presence of the King, the women 
are requested to wear dresses 
with the shoulders covered, and 
long white gloves All the Em¬ 
bassy delegations lined up ac¬ 
cording to date of rank in Thai¬ 
land—with the Ambassadors arid 
Ministers in the tront rows. Then 
all the members of the Diplo¬ 
matic Corps in each Embassy 
lined up according to rank be¬ 
hind their respective Ambassa¬ 
dors. The Assistant Attaches are

When the formation was com¬ 
pleted. the King's National song 
was played by His Majesty’s band 
at which time the King and Queen 
emerged from the Palace and 
proceeded down the long line of 
waiting guests.
